“Bishopp” Mark — Belfast Cross 


The 
known is on a cover dated Jan- 
uary 18, 1672. This remarkable 
cover shows that the small “Bis- 
hopp” mark used in London was 
also used in Ireland. 


“Bishopp” Mark — Dublin Cross 


The “Bishopp” types with date 
of month only were in black and 
were in use for more than a hun- 
dred years. The small size, about 
14mm, is known to have been 
used in Ireland up to 1737, some- 
times the month is at the top 
and sometimes the date. 

The size was later increased to 
over 20mm and near the end of. 
the century by circles. Circles 
with octagonal frames for eve- 
ning marks, Also double dia- 
monds, generally with the date 
in two lines or with either “A. 
M.” or “P.M.” or other large let- 
ters or frames at the top, the 
date of the month being dupli- 
cated. 

Single and double diamonds 
with the date not duplicated but 
with various figures and letters 
at the top, were introduced in the 
thirties. 

In the “duplicated date” group 
belongs the “Spirit of Song” 
which is something the shape of 
a large signet ring with a mer- 
maid to the left. 

The “Maltese Cross” postmark 
was introduced in 1840 and used 
until 1844 when the obliterating 
numbers were used alone and 
then in 1854 the obliterating 
number with place-name and 
date alongside. 

The Pearson Hill Parallel ob- 
literating mark, invented by the 
son of Sir Rowland Hill was in- 
troduced in Dublin in 1865 and 
was used fairly consistently un- 
til the close of the century, 

The Dublin Penny Post was 

established in October 1773 and 
was run as a separate department 
in the General Post Office. The 
system started with two deliver- 
ies per day and gradually extend- 
ed these to five per day and as 
the system proved to be a suc- 
cess the delivery service was ex- 
tended to the environs of the city 
within a radius of four miles but 
twopence was charged, a penny 
at either end. 

Weight for the Penny Post was 
restricted to 4 ounces and pre- 
payment was enforced. In the 
general postal service prepay- 
ment was optional. 

The first Irish Receiving House 
was established in Dublin, 1773, 
following the introduction of the 
Penny Post. These Receiving 
Houses were taverns, ey shops 
and inns which served as “feed- 
ers” for the principal mest office 
of the district. .

The Postal History of Ireland is as interesting as “The Little 
People”, as ancient as the Land itself. As early as 1598 there were 
regular mail packets operating between England and Ireland and a 
had been established. By 1670 the first Dublin 
Office was well established and serviced two posts a week between 
London and Dublin and two between Dublin and other Irish towns.

During the eighteenth century 
letter rates were charged by the 
mile so trustees of the roads had 
to measure and place milestones. 
In Ireland most of the town names 


were in straight lines and the 
mileage figures were unframed.

Limerick had plain circle mile- 
age marks in various sizes, with 
curved names round inside, 


Because the Irish mile was 
longer than the English mile an 
Act was passed July 1827 which 
caused all of the Irish distances 
to be measured in English miles.

When the Uniform Penny Post 
was introduced January 10, 1840 
the mileage marks were no longer 
necessary. The transaction was 
cash and the covers were stamp- 
ed “Paid”. Any letter posted 
without payment .was charged 
double at the other end, 





Some “Paids” are found in 
black but in 1824 instructions 
were given that all “Paids” would 
be in red and would be placed 
on the front of the letters. Var- 
ious types of handstamped “Paids” 
are to be found and many of the 
earliest country marks are most 
interesting and original. 





Early in the reign of Charles 
II, (1660-1661), Peers, Officers of 
State, and M.P.’s dation the ses- 
sion only—were allowed to frank 
their correspondence, Notwith- 
standing the abnormal abuse from 
high officials downwards, this 
privilege remained in force for 
almost two hundred years. 

The first Dublin Frank is the 
“Free” in various sizes and was 
used up to about 1760 when the 
word was enclosed in a small 
circle. Large single and double 
circles followed with a curved 
“Free” and date added and some- 
times a large “D” or “DUB”. 

Then followed the fine double- 
line octagonal surmounted with 
trefoil to give the harp effect, 
1809 to 1813.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Playing Card 
Stamp Discovery 


by George W. Linn 


The Playing Card Stamps of 
the United States are a small field 
yet one that has attracted a great 
bit of attention. They are badly 
neglected by many, thus not high 
priced and offer a range of in- 
terest that can hardly be found 
in any other of the revenues, 

The collection of cancellations 
on them is a very attractive field 
because the number has its limi- 
tations. The real dyed in the wool 
collector takes the regular issues 
as well as the Private issues and 
thus expands the field a bit, some 
even collect them on unbroken 
packs of cards, but perhaps the 
most interesting are the regular 
issues for they offer greater field 
for finds and varieties. 

I have a Playing Card stamp in 
my possession now that I have 
had for several years. It was in 
a quite large collection of reve- 
nues that I bought during the time 
of the last A.P.S. Convention in 
Detroit several years ago. It con- 
tained a lot of various Playing 
Card stamps including the one I 
am now writing about, but ap- 
parently the previous owner had 
never noted what I have found 
in this stamp, thus a new discov- 
ery is made as the variety is not 
catalogued by Scott but should 
certainly be there. 

The stamp is the common 2c 
blue of the 1896 issue with the 
surcharge of a large “7” making 
it Scott Number RF 7 as listed on 
page 327 of the Scott Specialized 
catalogue. But it does not stop 
there. 

This surcharge is in black. But 
on top of this surcharge we have 
found it also bears a surcharge 
“8 Cts” as on Scott RF16. This is 
in red. Thus we have a 2c stamp 
raised to 7 cents and then raised to 
8 cents. 

The stamp is canceled as fol- 
lows: “S. P. S. CO.” reading 
down from top to bottom along 
the right side of the stamp and 
with the word “CANCELLED” at 
the opposite side of the stamp. 
The big black “7” is in the center 


of the stamp and the red sur-| 


charge “8 Cts” is toward the lower 
left corner. 

This is an unlisted variety. It 
is very possible that others may 
be found. The fact that the stamp 
is so cluttered up with cancels 
and surcharges makes it one that 
can readily be overlooked so if 
you have anything of this nature, 
better check it carefully for this 
may be a rarity.

A Look At Irish | 
Political Labels 


By Neil Stack 


In the period 1906-1916, there 
were in use as postage in Ireland, 
four un-official labels, Many of 
these labels were affixed to cross 
channel mail but were finally 
declared invalid for postage. 

The first known label to make 
its appearance was that of the 
Celtic Cross designed by Joseph 
M. Plunkett, one of the signers 
of the Easter Week Proclamation. 
It is his design that was later 
used in the 3p and 10p stamps of 
the permanent issue. These lab- 
els are found on cancelled enve- 
lopes bearing Edward VII stamps. 

A one penny label showing the 
Red Hand and head of Sir Ed- 
ward Carlson, surrounded by the 
Union Jack was issued by the 
Ulster Volunteers. It bore the in- 
scription “We Will Not Have 
Home Rule”, 

The next label, a yellow, black 
and green appeared in Dublin 
about 1909. It depicted Dark Rosa- 
leen (the female counterpart of 
our Uncle Sam) playing a harp. 
Emblazoned also, was the wolf- 
hound and the coats of arms of the 
four Provinces, 

The fourth label was made in 
the tri-color on an inverted flag. 
It shows the heads of Allen, Lar- 
kin and O’Brien, the Manchester 
Martyrs. Little information is 
available on the date and history 
of this label. Two known print- 
ings of it exist. 

The Celtic Cross label made 
its appearance again during East- 
er week of 1916. In its first ap- 
pearance it was a blue green color. 
In this showing, it appeared 
slightly different in its color, This 
may be accounted for in a num- 
ber of ways: possibly another 
printing, deterioration due to im- 
proper storage, or if a different 
printing, a change in the mixing 
of the ink, 

When Censorship was adopted 
by the LR.A., there appeared in 
1921-22, their hand stamp marks 
and printed labels. © 

On Feb. 17, 1922, Ireland issued 
her first stamps which were ov- 
erprinted British stamps. It was 
not until the Sword of Light de- 
sign appeared that Ireland could 
claim stamps of her own minting 
and design. 


Mark Education 
Golden Jubilee 


On January 31, the Philippine 
Bureau of Posts will release a 5c 
commemorative stamp to mark 
the Golden Jubilee of the nation’s 
educational system, 

There will be a total printing 
of five million stamps in panes 
of 100, with the color being red. 

Central motif of the design is 
the official seal of the Depart- 
ment of Education with two 
school children. 

First day cover service will be 
rendered collectors in the form of 
a special cancellation and a ca- 
chet both supplied by the Bureau 
of Posts. 

Orders reaching the Stamp & 
Philatelic Division, Bureau of 
Posts, Manila, Philippines post- 
marked as late as January 31 in 
the country of origin, will be giv- 
en first day cancellation and the 
cachet on arrival. 

Mint stamps will also be sold

Out in Kansas they’re getting 
itchy for another stamp, at least 
in the Leavenworth area, they 
are. Headed by agitation from the 
Leavenworth Philatelic Society 
the citizens would like to have a 
stamp around May 9 or 10 to 
mark the 125th anniversary of the 
founding of Fort Leavenworth, 
I thought all that was covered 
in the Kansas City “Gateway To 
The West” issue of 1950 since then 
it was decided that K. C. was the 
jumping off place to be honored, 
and not Leavenworth about 30 
miles to the north, 
Can’t blame the Leavenworth 
group for trying—they have a 
splendid chance of being success- 
ful inasmuch as a certain VIP 
of Washington, D. C. and a na- 
tive of Kansas helped to swing the 
Kansas City stamp to reality. 





And in Zanesville, Ohio the 
stamp club is propagandizing to 
get the first day of issue for the 
Ohio sesquicentennial commem 
of 1953. Up to now, the Chilli- 
cothe folks seemed to have the 
inside track on the deal since the 
city was the first capital. 
Zanesville says it was the sec- 
ond capital city and ranks just as 
much in importance as Chilli- 
cothe. 

Now, it wouldn’t be out of the 
way for Columbus, the present 
capital, to lay a claim to the 
stamp. 

Vice president Karl W. Scheuf- 
ler, 1948 Dresden Rd., Zanesville, 
Ohio states that the stamp club 
is sending out a number of ca- 
cheted covers to help back the 
claim. I have one, and it is rath- 
er well done. 


The Decatur, Ill. dead letter 
office is holding two FDC’s of the 
UN stamps for a Paul Manion. 
The address on the two Artmaster 
covers is 1411 N. Anderson St., 
Decatur, Ill. The postmaster says 
there is no such person or street 
in Decatur. 

Should Paul read this he need 
but properly identify himself to 
get the covers. 








The 10% deal on postal cards 
got a worthy tussle from a Phila- 
delphia business man. He bought 
25,000 of the new 2c government 
postal cards but it took eight man 
hours to do it. 

Prior to January 1, 1952, it 


have to pay $1.10. 

The business man and three 
employees stood in line buying 
cards, 49 at a time, going to the 
end of the line after each pur- 
chase, It took two hours for each 
person, but it was figured that 
a $50 savings resulted in the pro- 
cess. 

This regulation is admittedly 
hard on the postal employees who 
had nothing to do with the law, 
but I would certainly think a 
heavy user of postal cards a stu- 
pid business man if he didn’t try 
to beat this 10% financial rap 
through some device. 


Edgar French of New Castle, 
Ind. sent along a last day of the 
le postal card which had the fol- 
lowing on it:

Worst design

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Less than three years ago, 
dealers who held Irish stamps in 
their stocks listed them as “stag- 
nant”, 

On the tested and proved 
theory that you get the most for 
your advertising dollar by push- 
ing your most popular items, and 
subordinating the dull ones, the 
collector interested in Irish ma- 
terial could comb through a 
dozen stamp magazines here and 
in England before he would find 
an offering of Irish. 


This was odd. 
The stamps of ireland have 
always been colorful, varied, 


relatively inexpensive, accessible 
and complete. Complete, that is, 


issues (two of them) commem- 
oratives, provisionals, dues, air- 
mails, high values and low values. 

You’d have thought collectors 
would fasten on Ireland, with less 
than 150 stamps required for com- 
pletion, and go after it. 

Then Ireland proclaimed the 
Republic. It became a full and 
free and autonomous nation in 
the world of free and indepen- 
dent nations. Collectors flicked 
through their pages and discover- 
eli that Mother O’Hubbard’s cup- 
board was bare. They began to 
fill the spaces. 

And that is when everyone at 
once discovered that there were 
not enough Irish stamps to go 
around. 

They found their definitives 
easy to complete, except for the 
2%d and 10d of the first (SE 
watermark) issue and the 10d of 
the E issue. They found the com- 
memoratives a cinch, except for 
the early 3d varieties and the 
1941 Easter Rising 3d. 

And they found that the part 
perforate coils, inexpensively 
priced in Scott, were difficult to 
get in any condition, extremely 
scarce in pairs, virtually im- 
possible to find in used pairs, and 
almost hopeless in used strips. 

As for the provisionals, they 
found that the Scott pricing was 
no clue to relative scarcity. Some 
stamps, catalogued 25 or 30 cents, 
remained missing in their  al- 
bums—and others, catalogued at 
$2 and $4 were offered at a dis- 
count under Scott. 

Day by day the ranks of those 
who want to complete their basic 
Irish collections grow. And_ the} 
impact on the supply Is startling. 
Less than three years ago Irish 
and English wholesalers were 
offering provisionals per hun- 
dred mint, or per pound used. 
Today they don’t offer them.

The Galway-London 
First Airmail Flight 


by John Reibel 


There was no official air mail flight prior to that of August 26, 
1929. Letters for transmission by the Experimental Air Mail were 
received at the Galway post office for some days prior to the flight 
and it may be that some of the letters were date stamped in error 
at Galway before August 26, 1929. 

_ It is of interest to note that the accompanying photo of my 
airmail cover is dated Aug. 24. A further possible explanation for 
the date is the possibility that it was originally expected that the 
S. S. Karlsruhe of the North German Lloyd Line would arrive on 
August 24, but the ship was delayed by fog at New York and did 
not arrive at Galway until August 26, 1929. 
It is possible too, that some of ;- —— 
the letters held at Galway were 
date stamped Aug. 24, 1929 be- 
fore it was known that the SS. 
Karlsruhe was delayed. Unfor- 
tunately the Galway local records 
of 1929 are not now available so 
that the above conjectures can- 
not be verified.

That same year, on Oct. 27, a

Douglas Hyde was the next per- 
son to be honored; he served as 
president of Ireland from 1938 
until 1945. A % and 2% pence 
stamp was issued. Also issued in 
1943, was the % and 2% pence 
stamp in honor of Sir Rowan 
Hamilton.

Brother Ignatius Rice appeared 
on a 2% pence stamp on August 
29, 1944. The Young Irelanders 
received recognition on the 2% 
and 6 pence stamps issued in 
1945. Parnell-Davitt are remem- 
bered on the 2% and 3 pence 
values in 1946 and Wolfe Tone in 
1949. 

November 21, 1949 saw the first 
stamp of the new Republic. It 
was the Leinster House, in val- 
ues of 2% and 3 pence. On the 
four corners of the stamp is seen 
the coats of arms of the four prov- 
inces. It is interesting to note that 
the arms of Ulster (Northern Ire- 
land Loyal to the British) is in- 
cluded. 

According to the official state- 
ment of the Irish Postal Adminis- 
tration, the arms include “The red 
hand of Ulster, thus symbolically 
asserting Ireland’s claim to the 
whole of its territory, without di- 
vision. Mrs. Muriel Brandt de- 
signed these stamps.

St. Peter on the Holy Year issue 


The noted Irish poet Mangan 
was honored on December 5, 1949 
when a 1 pence stamp designed 
by R. J. King, was released. The 
last set of stamps to be issued by 
Ireland, is that of the Holy Year. 
There are 3 values, the 2%, 3 
and 9 pence. These stamps were 
also the work of R. J. King and 
were issued on September 15, 
1950. 

Ireland’s air mail stamps depict 
the Angel Victor over different 
parts of the country. He is shown 
carrying a banner with the Latin 
inscription, “Vox Hibernae’— 
“The Voice of The Irish.” 

On the 3p issued on April 7, 
1948, the Angel is shown over 
Lake Derg. The 6p shows Victor 
over Croagh Patrick (Mt. St. Pat- 
rick). The 1 pence and 1 shill- 
ing stamps were issued on April 
4, 1949 and show Victor over 
Cashel (Rock of Cashel) and over 
Glendalough. 

The air stamps of Ireland reveal 
excellent designing, printing and 
choice of color. 


The Eire Philatelic 
Association 

Collectors ana specialists in the 
philately of Ireland were organ- 
ized on September 15, 1950 under 
the name of Eire Philatelic Asso- 
ciation. This society was made 
possible through the efforts of 
three men—William P. Hickey 
of Providence, R. I. Neil Stack 
of Brooklyn, New York and the 
late Frank McCormick of Dublin, 
Ireland. 

They envisioned an association 
where mutual knowledge of all 
collectors could be shared in the 
furtherance of their hobby. 

Until the formation of Eire 
Philatelic Association each col- 
lector of the Emerald Isle was 
compelled to glean the facts about 
Irish collecting as best he could. 
Too little information was readily 
available regarding stamp _his- 
tories, postal stationery and Irish 
Postal History. 

E.P.A, desires to be of service 





in filling the gap which exists be- 
tween the new collector and the 
specialist. Through the collective 
knowledge of the more advanced 
members, each being a specialist 
in his chosen field of collecting, a 
comprehensive background in 
Irish philately is afforded mem- 
bers. Articles by these members 
appear from time to time in the 
Association journal, “The Reveal- 
er.” 

Few realize that by 1784 the 
Irish had developed a fully inde- 
pendent postal system and that 
only in 1831 was it merged with 
the British system. The first 47 
years of Ireland’s postal history 
is little understood by most Irish 
collectors and is apt to be over- 
looked by them. 

In this aspect E.P.A. endeavors 
to lfelp members fill in the elusive 
data, Such information is found 
valuable in writing up albums for 
exhibitions where philatelic 
knowledge counts heavily in the 
judging. 

The Association has in the past 
aided its members to _ locate 
stamps difficult to obtain; this is 
especially true of the British 
stamps which were overprinted 
by the Provisional Government 
and later by the Free State Gov- 
ernment. ; 

At the present time assales cir- 
cuit is in the process of forma- 
tion and will cater to the novice 
as well as to the specialist. Mem- 
bers collecting countries other 
than Ireland will also be given 
an opportunity to find adhesives 
of their favorite country in the 
new approvals. 

Cover collectors will find that 
E. P. A. can be of inestimable 
help to them in securing desired 
covers. The First Day Cover col- 
lector is assured of coverage at 
all times and at a minimum of 
expense. Many of our members 
can provide the new members 
with covers from their duplicates. 
Thus a cover collection is easily 
begun, 

The Irish Cachet Cover Serv- 
ice, an affiliate of E. P. A., caters 
to the discriminating collector 
seeking unusual covers in addi- 
tion to those of a commemorative 
nature. It issues cachets for all 
“First Days” and other memor- 
able occasions. In addition a 
member may secure covers post- 
ed in this country from a city or 
town bearing an Irish name. 

Collectors of Irish postal sta- 
tionery have the advantage of se- 
curing such items through the 
Association. In most instances this 
material is not readily accessible 
to a non-member. The Associa- 
tion publishes free to members, 
a bi-monthly publication called 
“The Revealer”. This timely jour- 
nal gives the member club news, 
a cultural background of Ireland 
in order that he may more fully 
understand the country he is col- 
lecting, the histories of famous 
Irish cities, poets, artists, states- 
men and other notables. 

In it is also found valuable in- 
formation relative to Irish Post- 
al History, aids in forming a col- 
lection and articles on the com- 
memoratives by a specialist in 
that field, 

A roster of members provides 
the collector with their names and 
addresses so that he may corres- 
pond with a member of similar 
collecting interest. 

Free Gaelic translation is rend- 
ered members as well as exper- 
tising service. 

Membership in Eire Philatelic 
Association is represented in the 
following countries: the United 
States, Canada, England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Dominican Republic, 
Central and South America. 

_ The Association aims to popular- 
ize and encourage the coHecting 
of the stamps, postal stationery 
and covers of Ireland. It also en-

competition with other clubs.

This means that all Aden 
stamps with values in Annas and 
Rupees are no longer available 
for postage.

The Canada Silver 
Jubilee set (211/216) is getting 
quite scarce and at a recent New 
York auction sale mint blocks of 
four sold for $5.50.

“The design of the stamp il- 
lustrates a school safety patrol- 
man preventing two young school 
girls from effecting a dangerous 
crossing.

“The wording ‘American Auto- 
mobile Association 50th Anniver- 
sary 1902-1952’ in dark Gothic, is 
arranged in four lines at the top 
of the stamp. A two tone panel 
forms the bottom of the stamp and 
frames the wording ‘U.S. Postage 
3c’, in white face Roman. In the 
upper right hand corner is shown 
the emblem of the AAA’s, from 
which radiates a soft underlying 
tint as a background for the de- 
sign. 

“Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of this stamp 
may send a limited number of 
addressed envelopes, not in ex- 
cess of ten, to the Postmaster, 
Chicago, Illinois, with money or- 
der remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed. 

“An enclosure of medium 
weight should be placed in each 
envelope and the flap either seal- 
ed or turned in.

In the post office, Rev. Gear- 
hart asked to see the lc sheets. 
Since the clerk knew him well 
and knew that he was a stamp 
collector, he laid the 1c sheets be- 
fore him so that he might pick out 
the nicely centered items, 

“T noticed at once that the pair 
in the lower left corner was im- 
perforate vertically,” Rev. Gear- 
hart said. “I immediately jumped 


to the conclusion, which under 
normal conditions would have 
been correct, that every other 


sheet would .be an exact duplicate 
of the first sheet. I felt that the 
stamps might be withdrawn from 
sale if the imperfection were no- 
ticed, especially since our post- 
master had a reputation for being 
meticulous in following out the 
regulations. 

“But I knew that many of the 
sheets already probably had been 
sold and I wanted to share in 
them. So, I just pulled out every 
other sheet in the pad—35 of them 
—and paid the man $35.00. Then 
I went to the next stamp window 
and did the same, buying 15 sheets 
more of the Ic. 

“When I got out into my car 
and had a chance to look them 
over closely, I discovered that not 
all of the sheets had a true im- 
perforate pair. Some were com- 
pletely perforated, some were 
part-perforated, and only a few 
had a completely imperforate 
pair or a block. 

“That afternoon I went back to 
the post office, planning to ask 
the stamp clerks and the assistant 
postmaster for permission to ex- 
amine the remainder of the stock. 
But what I had feared had hap- 
pened. Some other collector had 
discovered the errors and yelled 
about it all over the post office. 

The result was that no more 
were being sold. Although I was 
unable to get any more, I know 
that a few more were sold to 
other collectors, and I do not be- 
lieve that any were returned to 
Washington to be destroyed.” 

Rev. Gearhart’s find amounted 
to 21 pairs and 13 blocks! He se- 
lected the best centered speci- 
mens and then traded the dupli- 
cates for pairs and blocks of the 
2c and 3c value, and also secured 
double-paper varieties of the is- 
sue. 

He was especially fortunate to 
make his find so early that the 
great scarcity of the true 2c 
blocks had not yet made itself 
known, and he was able to se- 
cure a 2c block. 

The Defense errors that Rev. 
Gearhart found were from Plates 


No. 22-790 and 22-791, and all the 
imperforate vertical items were 
either from the first two rows in 
the left margin, or from the last 
two rows of stamps on the right 
side of the sheet. 

Rev. Gearhart also reported 
that fellow collectors in Erie had 
told him that two pads of Ic De- 
fense stamps containing errors 
were found in the Meadville, Pa., 
post office, but beyond this noth- 





| ing is known of the Meadville 
find. 

| Another collector who shared in 
| the Erie find was Harry M. Ken- 


lyon, a real estate dealer with 
offices in the Masonic Temple 
there. He bought quite a few 


pairs and blocks at face in the 
Erie post office. After the sup- 
ply was exhausted at the post 
office, Mr. Kenyon began to call 
on collectors who had extra pairs 
and blocks and began buying 
them at $2 per pair and $4 per 
block. 

He said, “Not a few of my 
friends thought I was touched. In 
fact, one man here in Erie said I 
was ‘out of my mind’ paying that 
much for the errors when he 
heard that dealers at the recent 
Garfield-Perry stamp show in 
Cleveland each had a cigar box 
full of the errors.” But in a few 
short years the shoe was on the 
other foot. 

Mr. Kenyon said that the man 
who had laughed at him for pay- 
ing such an exorbitant price in 
1942 stopped him on the street 
in 1946 and said: “Harry, I have 
a pair of the 2c Defense error 
and one of the 3c pairs and I need 
ale pair. I understand that you 
have a supply. Will you sell me 
a pair, and how much?” 

Mr. Kenyon replied: “Yes, I 
have some and ordinarily I do not 
care to sell anything. But be- 
cause you are a ‘hometown boy’ 
T’ll make an exception and sell 
you a pair for $18.” 

“Are you crazy?”

“No, but when these were first 
found and I went around buying 
them up at $2 a pair, some folks 
thought I was crazy then.” 

Mr. Kenyon wound up with 
about 70 Ic pairs and 10 1c blocks. 
He also had a lot of 1-hole Ic 
pairs so he got in touch with 
Homer Davis, of Melrose High- 
lands, Mass., and bought 25 1-hole 
pairs of the 2c and 3c value to 
match up with his Ic 1-holers, and 
15 1-hole blocks of the other two 
values, also to match up with his 
le material.
